not expect them to concern themselves
with pnblic questions. Why, the
whole of a girl's thoughts and feelings
are toned-down by it Jiom her earliest
school days. She does not tske the interesteven in natural historv that a
boy does, because it is to be no business
of hers when she grows op. If there
are women.and fortunately there are
now.who do care abont those snbMcts
and study tbem, it is because the force
within is powerful enough to bear up
against the worst kind of discouragement,that which acta not by interposingobstacles which may be struggled.against, but hy deadening the
spirit which faces and conquers obstacles.

DO WOMEN WANT THB BALLOT?
We are told that women do not wish

for the.suffrage. If ibis be so it oply
proves that nearly all women are still
under this deadening influence.that
the opiate still benumbs their minds
and conscience*. But there are many
who do desire .the suffrage, and have
claimed it. by- petitions to this bouse.
How do we know how manv more
thousands there are who have not askedtor what they do not hope to get, for
fear of being ill thought of bvraenor
by otherwomen, or Irom the feeling so

sedulously cultivated by the whole of
their ^edifcatioti-^aversiori to- mako
themselves conspicuous. Men must
have a great faculty of self-delusion if
they suppose. that leading questions
put to the ladies of their, families or of
their acquaintance will elicit their real
sentiments-^will be answered with entiresincerity by one woman in ten
thousand. No one is so well schboled
as most women are of making a virtue
of necessity.
It costs little to disclaim caring for

what Is not' offered "but frankness in
expressing fullv- what may be disagreeableor conflicting to their-recent
oonviotions is not one of tboee virtues
which woman education tends tocultivate.At all events those who do not
care for the suffrage will not use iu
Either they will not register, or if theydo, they will vote as their male relativesadvise them, by which, as the advantagewould be about equally shared
among all classes, no harm would be
done. Those who, whether few or
many, do. value the privilege, would
exercise it, and so experience that stimulusto their faculties which the suffrageseldom fails to exert over every
class admitted to share it. Meanwhile
an unworthy stigma would be taken off
the whole sex. They would be no
longer classed with children, idiots,and lunatics [laughter,] or incapableof taking care of themselves or others.

power. I want to make the influence
of Womenwork by amanly interchangeof opinion [a laugh], and not by cajolery,[Hear, hear.] I want to
awaken in her a political point of honor.The man alone whom she influencesla alone mnnnRlhlp TTor nnwnr it
like that of the'backstairs influence of
a favorite. [A laugh.] I demand that
all who exercise powershouldhave the
burden laid on them of knowing somethingof'the things which they have
power over. With an admitted right

responding duty. A woman is notgenerallyinferior to a man in tenderness
of conscience, and she will understand
that political honesty is not a foolish
personal "crotchet but a seriousduty.
